Two measures to ease an overflow of students at two 
elementary schools in Bristol Township were adopted 
by the school board last night at a meeting in the cafe- 
teria of Ben Franklin Junior High School. 


The recommendations were sub­ 
mitted to the board by Robert P. 
M artin, 
superintendent, 
Bristol 
Township School District. 


The m easures involved expan­ 
sion of facilities at John Fitch 
Elem entary School to meet an 
overflow in the third grade, and 
the Abraham Lincoln Elem entary 
School, to alleviate an overcrowd­ 
ed sixth grade. 
Estim ated cost of the expan­ 
sion project was $575. 
The recom m endations adopted 
were: 


John Fitch school — a p arti­ 
tion will be constructed in the 
cafeteria of the school to provide 
an area large enough for a class­ 
room and still provide opportunity 
for the rem aining portion to be 
used as a cafeteria. Ventilation 
will be am ple, the report stated, 
and a bank of lights m ay be 
installed, if needed. 


The prim ary special education 
class of 13 pupils will occupy the 
sub-standard classroom. At pres­ 
ent there are 93 students enroll­ 
ed in the two third grade classes. 
When 
the 
two 
c l a s s e s 
are divided into three, the divi­ 
sion will provide an opportunity 
to adjust the present class size, 
the report showed.

Suggests Two Plans 
In referring to the Reorganiza­ 
tion Act 561, which will go into 
effect. January, 1965, Parkes sug­ 
gested that the board draw up 
tw'o plans. The first plan would 
include Tullytown and Bristol bor­ 
oughs. which would be merged 
with Bristol Township, according 
to the act. The second plan would 
consider only the township. 
W e ’re large enough the way 
we are, 
Parkes said. "We’re a 
second class district and that is 
as large as Act 561 envisions, and 
we would prefer to stay the wav 
we are."

Levittowners Raise Greyhounds For Show, House Pets

Who ever 
heard 
of 
keeping 
Greyhound dogs for house pets? 
‘Preposterous,” 
most 
peo­ 
ple would say. "Who's going to 
exercise a dog that can run bet­ 
ter than 40 miles-an-hour?” 
Besides, say many racing dog 
owners 
and 
track 
managers. 
Greyhounds can’t adjust to house- 
old conditions. 
But a Levittown couple with 
two small children have given the 
lie to that statement by owning 
not one —- but three Greyhound 
dogs who are as much a part of 
their family household as the TV 
set, 
"Not only are they adjusted to 
household conditions,” say Mr. 
and Mrs. Millard Wagnon Jr., 
"but they are actually better be­ 
haved than most household dogs. 


Besides, they have a greater life 
longevity than other canines.” 
Why then the pessimistic view- 
offered by most Greyhound own­ 
ers and trainers regarding these 
sleek, trim dogs as house pets? 
Because, say some few racing 
dog owners who abhor some of 
the practices of their counterparts, 
that's just an excuse to justify 
the wholesale slaughter each year 
of some 3,000 dogs who consist ant- 
ly lose races. 
Are Disposed of 
Although few of these more out­ 
spoken dog owners are willing to 
hie identified by name, those who 
are willing to disclose what they 
know, say the owners dispose of 
the losers so that they don’t get 
into homes as pots. 
The reason: "Look at it this 
way,” one Tampa, Fla. owner 
id. "Greyhounds cost several 
hundred dollars a year to keep. 


And if they don’t win races — 
they’re not earning their keep." 
In answer to the dog lover’s 
question about why they aren’t 
put up for adoption as a family 
pet, the answer given is, "Grey­ 
hounds are unusual looking dogs. 
Other dogs don't look like them 
and they don’t look like other 
dogs. 
"That oddity about their ap­ 
pearance is the racing sport’s 
main attraction. Nobody wants to 
pay money to see something they 
can see in the street every day 
— dogs of every description chas­ 
ing one another." 
Reason Stated 
For this reason, they admit, 
the losing dogs are destroyed. 
Just to keep the Greyhound from 
becoming something you see in 
every other home. 
Many of the dogs disposed of 
have never even made it to the 


track, a Florida trainer said, lf 
they don’t make the grade they’re 
destroyed before they’re even two 
years old. "About 60 per -cent of 
them go that way,” he said. "And 
most of them are burned out from 
the training period before they 
get to be 18 months old." 
One Florida veterinarian said 
that he examined a racing dog 
whose examination indicated the 
dog to be about eight years old. 
"Actually he was only one and 
a half years old but was practical­ 
ly burned out. 
Surprisingly, 
many 
of 
these 
dogs 
are 
destroyed 
by 
the 
Humane Society. But Robert Kel­ 
ly of the Florida Chapter said. 
"We have no choice. The owner 
wants to get rid of the dog and 
won t allow him to be put up for 
adoption. 
At 
least we destroy 
them the humane way.” 
As for Marigene and Millard 


Wagnon, who live at 35 Indian 
Red Road, Indian Creek, their 
dogs are not classified as racing 
Greyhounds but as show dogs. 
Notwithstanding the classifica­ 
tion, Bristol Township Animal Con­ 
trol Officer Joe Hartman chased 
after them once when they broke 
loose from the Wagnon yard and 
clocked them at a speed of 55 
m.p.h. before he caught them. 
"He certainly knows how to 
handle animals,” Mrs. Wagnon 
said. "When he finally caught up 
with them he got out of his fruck 
and practically lured them to him 
with no trouble at all." 
This week two of the dogs ap­ 
peared in the annual Rittenhouse 
Square Dog Show in Philadelphia. 
The show is open only to invited 
entries from which judges choose 
what they consider the best dogs 
in IOO breeds. Only 2(H) dogs? are 
invited. 


Owners who displayed their dogs 
were required to wear dress in 
keeping with either the origin of 
their dogs or their dogs uses. Mrs. 
Wagnon wore an Egyptian costume 
since 
Greyhounds 
date 
back 
6,000 years and are of F]gyptian 
origin. 
"Greyhounds,” 
Mrs. 
Wagnon 
said, "were the pets of royalty ai 
that time, a symbol of sovere'gn- 
ty. 
Mrs. Wagnon said that contrary 
to what some people may think 
about her three Greyhounds creat­ 
ing untidiness about the house, 
"They’ve actually helped me be­ 
come a better housewife because 
I put things away. If I left food 
lying around or dishes on the 
table or in the sink, the dogs 
would gobble it up or lick the 
plates clean. Now I’ve got to be 
neat.” , 
For exercise, the dogs are taxen 


to an open field where they can 
run to their hearts content at 45 
m p h. and when the Wagnon’* 
cal! them, they run right back 
to the family car. 
As for her youngsters, Millard 
the 3rd who is five, and Eugene, 
2, there’s no problem between 
they and the dogs. 
Everybody gets along fine with 
Toni, eight years old whose show 
name is Blue Comet; Blonie, two 
years old, show name — Rudolph 
Take Me Along; and Libby, nine 
months old,, whose show name is 
Southern League Sporting Print. 
As for the racing dog owners' 
who claim their dogs must be des­ 
troyed, Mrs. Wagnon said: 
"I would just like to see any 
dog owner come here and tell me 
Greyhounds can’t adjust to house­ 
hold condition. I’d itiake them eat 
their words — right out of the 
dogs’ dishes.”
